This communication is in response to Office Action Paper No. 9, the Final Rejection of 
February 21, 2002 rejecting Claims 1-15 under 35 U.S. C. 103(c). 

REMARKS 

The final rejection is wrong. The Applicant accordingly submits that the final rejection as 
being in error, premature and without factual or legal foundation and accordingly, should be 

withdrawn and the claims allowed. 

The Examination fails to consider the unbiased facts of record, fails to establish what each 
reference (as a whole) teaches, arbitrarily combines references in a manner totally contradictory to 
the reference teachings, disregards crucial claimed limitations (failing to cite any patent or 
reference teaching the unique claimed limitation), fails to provide a reference teaching disclosing 
untaught matters, and relies upon false pretense of an admission of equivalency to justify a 
fabricated assertion of obviousness. The deficiencies of the Examination become further 
compounded by a forthright disregard of the Commissioner of Patents directive to follow the legal 
standards of patentability as clearly set forth in Chapter 21 of the M.P.E.P.
